Subject. —Issue of import licences for raw-^materials against exports for which pay¬ 
ment is received in Rupees under Special Arrangements. 

No. 31 -ITC(PN)/ 60 . —^Attention is invited to para (h) under C. Scheme No. ( 3 ) of 
Appendix XXIII of the Import Trade Control Policy for the licensing period Octo¬ 
ber, 1959 to March, 1960, wherein it is provided that exports against payments in 
rupees, under Special arrangements, would not be taken into consideration for the 
grant of import licences or for discharging the obligations of the licence holders in 
respect of exports. 

2. It has been represented that the exports against payments in rupees under 
Special arrangements should also be considered for the purpose of grant of import 
licences under Export Promotion Scheme. The matter has been considered and 
it has been decided to grant import licences for raw-materials in respect of exports 
against payments in rupees to countries with which Special arrangements exist. 
Such licences will, however, be valid for import only from countries having Special 
arrangements for payment in rupees and against payment in rupees. 

3. The provisions contained in this Public Notice will also apply to exports 
made under the various Special Export Promotion Schemes evolved by the Export 
Promotion Directorate. 

4. This relaxation will apply in respect of exports made to countries with which 
Special arrangements exist for payments in rupees on or after 1st January, 1960. 

5. The names of the countries with which special arrangements exist for pay¬ 
ments in rupees may be ascertained from the licensing authorities concerned.
